Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal. Since this apphcation is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 27 December 2004 has been entered. 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Apphcant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The rejection of Claim 6 under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph is withdrawn. It is 
acknowledged that the CED-3 produced by the bacterial lysates of XUE et al (1997) was 
autoprocessed. Applicants' remarks are noted and considered. Without even addressing 
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arguments, the Examiner notes that even the XUE reference provides full-length CED-3 
(page 1074, top pf column 2), made in vitro by a rabbit reticulocyte lysate. Use of such lysates 
was routine at the effective filing date of this instant application; therefore the average artisan 
could indeed produce full-length CED-3. Further, accumulation of pro-CED-3 is noted in figure 
4A of Wu et al This Examiner is of the opinion that Applicants have sufficiently enabled not 
only how to make the protein, but also how to use it.. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 69 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. The claim recites "amino acid sequences of SEQ ED NO: 19". SEQ ID NO: 19 is 
AN amino acid sequence. It is not clear whether the scope of this claim is limited to a 
polypeptide consisting of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 19, or whether some other 
scope is intended. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in pubUc policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
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provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
appUcation. See 37 CFR 1.130(b), 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 6 and 69 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 5962301. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
claim of the *301 patent (SEQ ID NO 2) has x at specific positions." These Xaas of SEQ ID 
N0:2 are shown in Figure 6A of that patent that one may have L or F at position 27, G or R at 
position 65, G or S at position 360, A or V at positions 449 and 467, E or K at position 483 
and S or F at position 486. In the instant claims, there is a specific amino acid at each of these 
positions. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine the correct 
identity of the amino acid at each indeterminate position of the patented sequence. Applicants' 
statement is noted that "This rejection will be addressed by the submission of a terminal 
disclaimer after allowable subject matter has been indicated, if appropriate". The rejection will 
be maintained until a proper terminal disclaimer has been received.
